Crosse, is become the occasion for d°ep regret in this city wherein occur­ 
red one distinct feature of his remarkable career—his political adventures. 


A leader cf plainsmen, this highest type of that sturdy class who paved 
the w a y for civilization over cur westward-moving 
borderlands 
became 


in civil pursuits a leader of men. His political career was spectacular and 
gave him a reputation for political sagacity that was far from unearned, 
albeit a well known journalist of th^se times shot close 
to 
the 
mark 
when, speaking of the election of C c5 Powell, he referred to Dr. George 
E. Powell as “Warwick.” Col Powell never lost sight of the advice of 
Abraham Lincoln to “Keep close to the people.” 
His ear 
wras 
to 
the 


ground, and he v as not hard of hearing. But his political astuteness not­ 
withstanding. he was earnest in his sympathies with the masses. 
As a physician and surgeon he was skillful and resourceful, attaining 


a reputation so wide that, had it not been for his contempt 
for

ethics, he would have been classed among the celebrities of his time. His 
was a lavish hand during the years of his vigor in that dispensation of 
charity services to which every humane practitioner gives tired hours and 
sleepless nights.
